The History of Amoevican Magazines.
The New York corregpoudent of the Cincin«

nati Commercial, in a recent letter, gives the
following interesting sketch of our American
magazine Hierature:—

The history of magazine literature In America
coincides exactly with that of the century, Toe
colonies possessed a lew short-lived ,magazines,
mere imitations of feeble originals in England,
The first—ad one of the most brilliant sand in-
fluentinl—ot the early Americun belles-lettros
magazines was Dennie’'s Portfolio, estublished in
1800, by Joseph Dennie and Asbury Dickens, at
Philadelptin and continued until 1827, Next cume
the Monthiy Anthology and Boston Reoiew, con-
ducted at Boston by a schooldteacher, oue Mr,
| Phineas Adaws, for seven years, beginning No-
vember, 1808, To Muy, 1816, Mr. William Tudor,
brother of the man who invenwed truding in
ice, started the North American Review, which
wae at first a bi-monthly ol light literature, bat
fu 1818 became the weighty quarteriy which it
still is, The Analeclic Magazine, at Philadeiphia,
came next, baced on a previous experiment
called Se.ec! Recrews, The Analectio was quite a
fumous atffairin its duy, end during its first two
years (1813-14) was edited by Washington Irviog,
who contributed to it am interesting series of
biographies of the naval commanders of the war
of 1812, and other papers. The experiment,
kowever, gickened him effectually o1 editing,
and from 1814 to 1820, when it stopped, others
conducted i1, Our next magazine period may
be reckoued that during which the KAniokers
bocker (began In 1838 by Charles Fepuo
Hotffman) osnd  Graham's Magazine were
the lending lilerary monthiles, The former
fa perlmE-‘ mast ldentified with the repu-
tation of Lewis Gaylord Clurk, who edited it for
6 quarter of & century, sud iill survives it; and
the period of both of them is the era ol a past
literary generation—of Edgar A, Poe, Frances 8,
Oggood, Anue O, Lynch, and their costempo-
raries, The next, or present era of Americun
wugszines, began with the appearance of Haor-
per's, in 1860, Three years later came Pulnam's
Monlthiy, claiming & higher literary rank, and
which certainly has never been surpassed (n the
United Btates tor literary torce, tmish, signid-
cance, and success, Its discontinuance in 1867
lett New York without a first-class belles-letires
magazine, and the teld was prompily and ably
occupied by the Allantic, at first edited by the
brillinnt writer, James Russell Lowell, and still
in full life and prosperity.

| had the effect to elicit many new writers of real
| nbility, who are encouraged to trust their efforts
to & literary tribunal which is so tair nnd gene-
rous, ond it has contributed to give to the
Galagy that charm of freshness and variety
which bas so far distinguished the magazine,
